Hospital have made for the last four years to 
secure adequate provision for escape in case 
of fire will be renewed before the newly elect- 
ed County Board. 

The County Hospital is equipped with less 
than the ordinary apparatus that. would be 

considered sufficient for a building occupied 

by healthy people. The building is protected 
against fire as tar as ordinary protection goes. 
It is heated by steam and most of the fire is 
confined to the ranges in the main kitchen 
and laundry. But there is a range in the 
kitchen attached to each ward. Hose are plen- 
tiful and alw in pace and hand grenades 
are scattered t the building. 

The wards have but one narrow staircase 
each, narrow and steep enough to be crowded 
by a few persons.

This is simply the old Greenback flat idea. 
It is another outbreak of the strange delusion 
known as fiatism—that a Government by its 
mere say-so can give to a piece of printed pa- 
per the intrinsic value possessed by gold or 
silver. This idea had full swing in the Ameri- 
ean colonies prior to and during the Revolu- 
tion and also during the early history of some 
of the Western States. Wherever tried, on a 
large or a small scale, it has worked mischief. 
That it should come up again backed by so 
many voters is another evidence of the eter- 
nity of folly. ‘ 

Mr. Polk demands that the Government of 


the United States loan to the farmers all the 


“money ” they need on the security of their 
lands and cropa, charging them 1 per cent in- 
terest. As the Government has no private re- 


sources, as it has no vast hoard of heaped-up 


treasure, and little more money than it needs 
to pay current expenses, where is it to get the 
billions the Alliance scheme calls on it to loan 
‘out? There is but one answer to that. The 
Government must get some paper, set its 
printing: presses to running at full speed, and 
turn out tons of pretty pictures, which it de- 
clares by act of Congress shall be a legal 
tender for all debts. When it has made a lot 
of these works of art—not redeémable on de- 
mand in coin—it must issue enough of them 
to every farmer in the country to enable him 
to “ pay off” his mortgage, his store bills, and 
ms taxes. All the debtor farmers will be 
happy then. As well might the Government 
declare, without the intervention of any cur- 
rency at all, that all debte are off and can- 
celed by proclamation of the President. 

The next thing on the program is the seizure 
by the Federal Government of all the rail 


roads and other transportation lines, which | 


will be operated thenceforth by the politicians 
and their henchmen. The number of em- 
ployés will be increased, wages raised, and 
the efficiency..of the service lowered. The 
present owners of these properties are to be 
paid for them in flat money or 1 per cent 
bonds, the interest and ipal of which will 
be made payable in Fiat.“ 

In the next place, all farmers products are 
to be stored in warehouses built and run by 
the Federal Government, and are to be kept 
there free of charge till the publie demand 
for them forces up the price to a figure satis- 
factory to the Alliance. Then the stuff is to 
be sold at famine prices or as near them as 
possible. That the producer may not suffer 
while waiting for the sale of his crops the 
Government is to advance him 80 per cent of 
their fair value. Of course these advances 
will have to be in fiat money. There will be 
none other available, for gold and silver would 
have disappeared the moment the new order 
of things went into force. 

N e 
mortgages, and buying the railroads, it would 
not be long before the country was deluged 
with shinplasters. What would their pur 
chasing power be then? How long would it 
take that sort of stuff to drop to 25, 15, 10. and 
5 cents and 1 cent on the dollar? A year 
would see gold quoted at 1,000—ten fiat dol- 
lars for one gold one. The worthlessness of 
the Confederate shinplaster would be rivaled 
and outdone. . 

The test of the value of the pretty pictures 
of the Government would be their purchasing 
power. A creditor might be forced to accept 
the fiat stuff for his coin value debt, but no 
legislation could compel him to sell his goods 
or his land for shinplasters at their face value. 
When the farmer went to the store with the 
fiat which had been given lum as an advance 
on his warehoused crop he would find that its 
purchasing power was hardly worth con- 
sidering. He would be charged $1 for 
a pound of sugar, $100 for a barrel 
of flour, and $8 or $4 for a pound of tea. The 
crossroads blacksmith would charge $75 for 
shoeing a horse, and a thousand feet of lumber 
would call for $500 or $700 of fiat. Nor would

starving. Give the Sioux plenty to eat and there 


will be no further trouble. 

The burden of testimony from those com- 
petent to know is to the same effect, and the 
action of the Interior Department in asking 
for an immediate appropriation for the pur- 
chase of provisions for the Sioux emphasizes it. 

From this point of view the resulution offered 


by Senator Morgan calling for an investiga- . 


tion of the causes. of the present trouble is 
timely. If these Indian agents have been 
swindling the Indians, if the latter have not 
been supplied with sufficient provisions to 
keep them from starving, then it should be 
known. If not only agents have been robbing 
them and stirring up trouble, but white specu- 
lators have been selling them arms, ammuni- 
tion, and whisky, that should be known also. 
It is cheaper and certainly more humane to 
feed Indians than to shoot them. As Senator 
Hawley said, 100,000 rations of food are 
worth more than 100,000 ball cartridges. So 


long as the Government engages to feed the 


Indians it should keep to its engagements, and 
it should punish every raseally agent guilty of 
robbing them and remove every agent incom- 
petent for his position. In that case there 
would be little danger from hungry Indians 
or from ghost-dances. Perhaps the time will 


come when it will be recognized that the only 


effective policy is to break up tribal relations 
and reservations, place the Indians on farms 


| in severalty, make them go to work and earn 


their living, and not feed them at all. But so 
long as the Government contracts to feed 
therm let it be done honestly. It is absurd 
that the country should be put to enormous 
expense in moving its army merely that a few 
agents may enjoy opportunities for plunder. 


WHY DOES NOT WOOL GO UP? 

Messrs, Delano, Harpster, and Lawrence 
demanded higher duties on imported wool 
that the price of the domestic article might 
be forced up. They threatened that if this 
were not done the million sheep-raisers of the 
United States would vote the Democratic 
ticket. If done they would vote for Repub- 
lican Congressmen this fall and go to raising 
more sheep, so that the full 600,000,000 pounds of 
wool consumed by this country might be 
grown here instead of only half of it. 

Maj. McKinley thought also that the in- 
creased duties would put money in the pocket 
of the domestic wool-grower. He said: 

The committee, Mr. Chairman, has in the in- 
terest of agriculture recommended an increase of 
duty in the wool schedule. 

If there is any one industry which appeals with 
more force than another for defensive duties it is 
this, and to no class of our citizens should this 
House more cheerfully lend legislative assistance, 
where it can properly be done, than to the million 
farmers who own sheep in the United States. We 
cannot afford as a Nation to permit this industry 
to be longer crippled. 

Two months have passed since the new 
tariff went into force. The new duties and 
the more rigid classificetion and custom-house 
inspeetion have had trme te get in their be- 
neficent work. What has the harvest been? 
The following table shows the prices in the 
Boston market of certain grades of wool in 
July, 1889, before there was much thought of 
tariff changes, and also Dec. 4 of this year:

While Sir John Macdonald, the head of the 
Dominion Government, is telling his country- 
men that they will not be sufferers by the Mc- 
Kinley bill and that markets will be found for 
them in the West India Islands and Australia 
which will make up for those they may lose in 
the United States, the Dominion Sec retary of 
State, a member of Sir John Macdouald’s 
Government, has come out openly and chal- 
lenged the truth of the statements of his 
chief. 

Mr. Chapleuu, the Secretary of State, says 
that whatever his volleagues may think he 
looks on the McKinley bill as a calamity for 
Canada, and in order to get rid of its evil 
effects he is fot the freest interchange of all 
the products of Canada and the United States 
on an equal and just basis. The Dominion 
trade returns for the fiscal year ended June 
30 last show that the total value of exports 
was $96,749,000, of which $40,522,000 went to 
the United States, and the total value of im- 
ports was $121,858,000, of which $52,290,000, or 
nearly a half, came from the United States. 
Mr. Chapleau has sense enough to see the ab- 
surdity of the idea, that the Dominion can 
afford to neglect a trade of such magnitude 
with the expectation Jf making good its loss 
by closer relations with afew islands in the 
Caribbean Sea. :

While the National Farmers’ Alliance and

evident this will be dene by individual Alli- 
ances which go to make up the complete or- 


tives of the Farmers’ Alliance but also by 
those of the Citizens’ Alliance, the Farmers’ 
Mutual Benefit Association, the Knights of 
Labor, and other: industrial organizations, 
calls fora National conference of delegates 
from these cocieties from each State to meet 
in Cincinnati Feb. 3, 1891, for the purpose of 


forming a National Union party. The compo- 


sition of this conference will be of a hetero- 


geneous kind, though it is intended to have it 


dominated by the Citizens’ Alliance, and to 
submit its results for their approval to the 
Farmers’ Alliance and the, Knights of Labor. 
As it is not improbable that the Federation of 
Labor, headed by Gompers, Powderly’s bitter 
opponent, and the Socialists also will-claim a 
prominent share in the new movement, it will 
be seen that at the outset the opportunities 
for trouble are inviting and the prospect of 
harmony by no means promising. Thus far 
the movement is Western. The East is not in 
it. The South does not take kindly to a third 
party, and will not unless the Democrats can 
dominate it. 

It does not need the gift of prophecy to fore- 
tell that the third party movement will be 
ephemeral. Political parties whose organiza- 
tion is limited to a single class, seeking class 
legislation, have never succeeded. Merely to 
maintain its ground a political organization 
must be recruited from all classes of the com- 
munity sharing certain convictions upon all 
subjects of public importance. It is nota 
new experiment. The political history of the 
last few years is strewn with wrecks of single- 
class parties and class legislation. The Know- 
Nothing, anti-Magonic, and various labor so- 
cieties which have attempted political organ- 
ization are suggestive illustrations of this 


| folly. There is nothing in the needs of the 


Farmers’ Alliance, not a plank in its platform 
as thus far set forth, that calls for separate 
political action. Some of its demands are so 


grotesque as to indicate that education in the 


fundamentals of political economy is what 
they need rather than political action. Others 
are illogical, while some have a basis of 
reason and even of necessity, but there is 
not a principle of any ‘kind set forth 
in their platform with which the 
two old parties are not competent 
to deal. All that is necessary, therefore, is for 
the farmers to make a show of their strength 
and set forth their grievances. If they are 
not attended to they have the remedy in their 


own hands. But to organise a movement ou 


of such incongruous material as is proposed 
outside of the lines of the two great parties, 
will be certain to mvite defeat, either by in- 
ternal disintegration or by falling an easy 


prey into the hands of scheming politicians. 


It will require considerable ingenuity and as- 
tuteness for the farmers to avoid the dangers 
which threaten their movement already on 
every side and wihiich increase as they make 
new affiliations with old, discontented, and 
disgruntled labor organizations which will 
fasten like barnacles upon the Alliance. In 
the campaign of 1888 the Equal Rights Asso- 
ciation, the Union Labor party, the United 
Labor party, the Industrial party, and the 
American party all made nojninations and 
raised much partisan clamor, but not one of 
them was heard from on election-day. It 1884 
the Anti-Monopolist and Greenback-Labor 
party, with the redgubtable Ben Butler at its 
head, made a grand flourish of trumpets in 
the campaign but was not heard of in the 
election. The past is full of warnings. 


THE OHIO WOOL JUNTO DID THE DEADLY 
WORK. 


There will be found elsewhere in today’s pa- 
per an article from the New York Times in 
which a prominent Republican carpet manu- 
facturer tells the story of the labors of himself 
and his associates at the last session to prevent 
an increase in the duties on taw wool and how 
their efforts were baffled by Messrs. Delano, 
Harpster, and Lawrence of Ohio, composing 
the National Wool-Growers’ Association, who 
made the awful threat to the members of the 
Ways and Means Committee that all the wool- 
growers of the country would vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket out of revenge if they 
did not get more protection, which 
would give them higher prices for 
their fleeces. The. manufacturers tried to 
convinee Congress and the wool-growers that 
the wisest thing to do was to take the duties 
off mixing wools altogether; that even if there 
should be a temporary drop in the price of 
domestic wool it would be more than made 
up to the sheep-raisers by the cheaper price of 
‘their clothing. But it was impossible to make 
any impression on the dull creatures. who 
called themselves statesmen. The duties on 
raw wool were raised. Those on woolens 
were advanced to compensate the manufact- 
urer and the consumer was left to foot the in- 
creased bills. The 4th of November he put 
on record his determination to do so no longer 
than he can help it. . 

These statements confirm what Tur Turn- 
uve has been saying all along as to the polit- 
ical and economic absurdity ef yielding to 
this Ohio junto and putting up the duties on 
raw wool. It is true, as the carpet manu- 
tacturet mentioned above says, that the in- 
creased duty on carpet wools has done nobody 
a bit of, good, and s materially injured the 
industry, because it increased the cost of 
production.”

OUS WORLD’S FAIRS, 


Great Britain Has Led All the Others, but 
in Some Instances the Colonies Have 
Eclipsed the Mother Country—Compara- 
tive Size of Exhibits and &ppropriations 
at the Successive Expositions of the Cent- 
ury—What Has Been Done During the 

Great Britain seems to be the quickest na- 
tion to take advantage of the chances offered 
by a World’s Fair. A study of such World’s 

Fair records as are available shows that she 

has been near the top of the list in the num- 


ber and character of her exhibits. 


Leaving out, of course, the countries in 
which the Fairs were held, Great Britain 
headed the list at Paris in 1855, was second at 
Philadelphia in 1876, second at Paris in 1878, 
and first at Paris in 1889. No other nation 
can Show as good a record, so England must 
be considered at the head of exhibiting na- 
tions, France easily leading all others in the 
hne of giving exhibitions. 

The United States only recently awoke to 
their value, Its exhibits have not been nu- 
merous, although the prizes it has captured 
show that what it did exhibit was of the best. 
It has captured more prizes, in proportion to 
the number of its exhibits, than any other 
country. 

In going over the records one is rather sur- 
prised to find that the smallest nations have 
frequently made some of the largest and best 
exhibits. They are interesting also as indicat- 
ing where some of the best exhibits for the 
World’s Columbian Exposition are coming 


from. 
Miss Columbia Was Too Modest. 


At London in 1851 more than half of the 
exhibiters were from Great Britain and col- 
onies, but it is impossible to discover what 
foreign nation It was certainly not the 
United States, as it supplied only 499 out of a 
total of 6,556 foreign exhibiters. It is proba- 
ble that France headed the list. 

At Paris in 1855 England was clearly a iead- 
er, making a better exlubit than she did at 
her own Fair in 1851. The United States was 
somewhere near the bottom on thelist, not 
even making as good a record as it did at Lon- 
don. Its exhibiters numbered only 144 out 
of 11,968 trom foreign countries. 

There are more complete records of the 
Fair at London iu 1862, and the records show 
that France returned England’s visit. In 
space occupied and number of exhibiters she 
lead all other countries, Germany 88 
next. The United States was near the tai 
of the list again, but the United States was 
in trouble again at that time, so it can hardly 
be blamed for allowing Austria, Belgium, 
Italy, Russia, Sweden, Norway, Switzerland, 
Turkey, Egypt, and Denmark to lead it in 
the number of exhibits and the s oc- 
cupied. Even Holland and J gave it 
a tough rub and in some ways beat it. 
China and Japan began to take an interest 
in exhibitions and were well represented. 
As exhibiting nations they have been com- 


ing forward ever since, and may be looked 


for to make an excellent display in 1893. 

At Paris in 1867 England again called on 
France and took one-ninth of the entire space 
allotted to exhibiters, thus holding her posi- 
tion as thé greatest exhibiting nation. The 
other eight-ninths were divided between some 
thirty nations. The United States got its dis- 
play in about one-fourth the space that Great 

ritain needed. 

At Vienna in 1878 Germany led both in the 
number of exhibiters and the space occupied 
domg better than Austria itself. France and

At Philadelpmua in 1876 Great Britain re- 
ceived a shock. Spain took a notion that it 
had some things worth showing, and when 
noses were counted it was found that it had 
turnished more. exhibiters than any other 
foreign nation. England was a good second 
and Portugal third. It was a surprise to all 
other nations. . 

At Paris in 1878 Great Britain took twice 
as much space in the main building as any 
other nation, but did not lead in the number 
of exhibiters. Italy, Austria-Hungary, Russia, 
and Belgium occupied more space than the 
United States, and Switzerland was pretty 
close to it. Austria-Hungary supplied the most 
exhibiters outside of France, with Spain sec- 
ond and Great Britain third. Algeria, Bel- 
gium, Italy, Portugal, and Switzer were 
all ahead of the United States in this respect. 

At Melbourne in 1880 England again led 
without counting pee peor and Austria, 
France, Germany, Italy, British India, and a 
number of minor States did better than the 
United States. 

At Paris in 1889 Great Britain led, with 
Belgium second and the United States thi 
the United States did no 
make the best use of its space, 
and did not present as attractive a display as 
many other nations with less space. Mexico, 
with about one-fourth the space, appropriat- 
ed nearly five times as much money, and a 


number of other Governments spent more 


money that the United States on much less 


space, : 
From ths record it would look as though 


Great Britain would make the greatest exhibit 
at Chicago, al Spain may duplicate her 
record at Philadelphia, and some of the small- 
er nations may come up with a rush. They 
have been taking a great deal of interest in 
such exhibitions recently, and are apt to be 
more lavish in proportion to their means. 

Another 2 matter in this conneo- 
tion is the record of the assistance given ex- 
hibiters at Philadelphia and Paris by the va- 
rious Governments. Some Governments gave 
great assi ce and some none outside of the 
expenses of the ommission and of making the 
Government exhibit. 

Their Interest Expressed in Dollars.

the United States the dumping ground for all 


the silver in the world. The majority of those 
who favor free coinage are not yet prepared 
to accept a proposition so unlimited as this, 
It is certain the President would not approve 
a bill which would make the United States a 
recipient of all the silver of the world’s open 
market. 8 
Doomed to Disappointment. 

A prominent financial lawyer from New 
York who is here watching the current of events 
says that the people who expect great results 
from a free coinage will in all -probability be 
disappointed. He says that when specie re- 
sumption was made in this country there was 


a general prediction of hard times consequent . 


upon the contraction of currency which every 
one said would take place, but the contrary 
effect was produced. Before the car- 
rying out of the Specie Resumption 
act gold was not a part of the 
circuiating medium. It was a commod- 
ity, and consequently the act which restored 
gold as a circulating medium inflated the cur- 
rency to just that amount. This expansion m 
the place of contraction, he says, was what 
gare rise to the tide of prosperity which fol- 

wed under the workings of this act. Now, 
he says, a free coinage measure, unlimited in 
character, would certainly send gold to a pre- 
mium. The moment that gold goes to a pre- 
mium it would become, as before specie re- 
sumption, a commodity, and the result, for a 
time, would be a contraction correspondi 
to the amount. of gold eliminated from the 
currency of country. He therefore hopes 
that Congress will be careful in the prepara- 
tion of any coinage act, although he says that 
both the gold and silver people are willing to 
agree upon one thing, and ‘is, that there 
should be a certain extension of the circulating 
medium of the country.
